Mr.  Chairman,  Radies  and  Genteemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  the  Annual  Report  on 
the  health  of  the  Urban  District  for  the  year  1951. 

The  preliminary  report  of  the  Registrar  General  on  the  census 
of  April,  1951,  gives  the  population  of  the  Urban  District  as  being 
33,526,  composed  of  15,224  males  and  18,302  females.  The 
j Registrar  General's  estimate  of  population  at  mid-year  1951  on 
I which  statistics  are  based  was  33,220. 

j The  general  health  of  the  community  was  good.  The  birth 
! rate  was  slightly  lower  at  11.1  per  1,000  of  population.  The  death 
rate  was  higher  at  9.2  per  1,000  of  population.  The  infantile 
mortality  rate  was  lower.  There  was  no  maternal  death. 

^ A severe  epidemic  of  measles  occurred  during  the  first  quarter 
‘ of  the  year.  Whooping  Cough  was  more  prevalent.  Outbreaks 
j of  Dysentery  occurred  in  institutions.  Five  cases  of  Poliomyehtis 
I were  notified.  There  was  no  case  of  Diphtheria. 

A mass  radiography  unit  visited  the  Urban  District  in  March. 
The  public  response  was  good.  2,020  people  attended  for  exami- 
nation. The  value  of  this  service  in  the  prevention  of  illness  is 
established . 

I The  Council’s  housing  programme  continued  to  make  excellent 
I progress.  During  the  year  152  new  houses  were  built  and  occupied, 
j and  252  were  in  course  of  erection.  Preparations  were  in  hand 
1 for  the  erection  of  a further  141  permanent  houses.  Since  the 
i end  of  the  war  493  permanent  houses  and  299  temporary  houses, 
ja  total  of  792  new  dwellings  have  been  completed. 

I The  work  of  sanitary  supervision  of  the  district  and  of  the 
protection  of  food  has  been  carried  out  efiiciently  under  the  direction 
I of  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  (Mr.  J.  W.  Gale),  who  has  given 
I excellent  service  in  all  matters  relating  to  the  health  and  welfare 
of  the  district. 

The  water  supply  maintained  a high  standard  of  chemical 
land  bacteriological  purity.  Kffective  control  by  chlorination  and 
! daily  sampling  was  continued. 

^ I thank  members  of  the  Council  for  their  help  and  advice 
during  the  year  and  I am  grateful  to  the  Officers  of  the  Council 
for  their  co-operation.

Personai,  Heaeth  Services 

I ^ These  services  include  the  care  of  mothers  and  young  children, 
j midwifery,  home  nursing,  and  the  care  and  after  care  of  persons 
I suffering  from  illness.  They  are  administered  by  the  Surrey  County 
I Council. 

Hospital  Facilities 

There  are  no  general  hospital  facilities  within  the  district. 
The  chief  hospitals  serving  the  district  are  the  Redhill  County 
' Hospital ; East  Surrey  Hospital,  Redhill ; Epsom  District  Hos- 
I pital ; Sutton  and  Cheam  Hospital ; and  St.  Heher  Hospital 
I Carshalton. 


Laboratory  Facilities 

I The  Pubhc  Health  Laboratory  at  Epsom  and  the  laboratory 
I at  Sutton  and  Cheam  Hospital,  were  used  for  bacteriological  and 
( pathological  examination  of  specimens  and  samples. 

For  chemical  analyses  the  services  of  the  Public  Analyst  were 
employed. 


Ambulance  Facilities 

The  Ambulance  Service  of  the  Surrey  County  Council  con- 
tmued  to  operate  from  White  Lodge,  Brighton  Road,  Banstead 
(Telephone  : Burgh  Heath  2222),  greatly  to  the  benefit  of  the 
residents  of  the  district.

New  Legislation

IPUBLIC  He^th  Leprosy  Regulations,  1951.  The  Regulations 
require  medical  practitioners  to  notify  cases  of  Leprosy  directly 
to  the  Ctef  Medical  Officer  of  the  Ministry  of  Health,  who  is  made 
responsible  for  initiating  arrangements  for  diagnosis,  treatment 
and  control. 

PUERPER^  Pyrexia  Regulations,  1951.  The  Regulations  revise 
the  defimtions  of  Puerperal  Pyrexia  and  specify  the  requirements 
M m not^cation  of  febrile  conditions  after  cHld  birth.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 

Water  Supply 

Water  for  domestic  purposes  is  supplied  to  the  district  from 
the  deep  wells  of  the  Sutton  District  Water  Company  (Banstead, 
Kingswood  and  W^oodmanst erne),  and  of  the  Hast  Surrey  W^ater 
Company  (Chipstead  and  Walton-on-the-Hill). 

Chlorination  is  applied  to  all  sources  of  supply  and  the  water 
is  softened  to  9 degrees  or  less  of  hardness. 

Both  Companies  submit  samples  of  water  for  examination 
by  their  Consultant  Analysts  at  monthly  intervals  and  also 
operate  their  own  laboratories.  Samples  of  the  raw  and  treated 
waters  are  examined  daily  by  their  Chemists. 

Routine  sampling  is  carried  out  monthly  by  the  ^ District 
Councils  in  the  area  of  supply  of  the  two  Water  Companies.

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The  supply  was  satisfactory  in  quality  and  quantity  throughout 
the  year  under  review.  The  waters  are  not  liable  to  have  plumbo- 
solvent  action. 

With  the  exception  of  seven  dwellings,  all  houses  in  the  Urban 
District  are  provided  with  a piped  water  supply  directly  into 
the  houses.  All  the  seven  exceptions  are  isolated  houses  and  not 
reasonably  accessible  for  service  by  piped  supply.  In  each  case 
water  for  domestic  purposes  is  obtained  by  cartage  from  the 
nearest  available  piped  supply.  The  occupiers  are  advised  to 
boil  all  water  for  use  for  drinking  purposes.  Five  of  the  houses 
are  situated  at  Walton-on-the-Hill,  and  two  at  Tower  Kingswood. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage 

Pubhc  sewers  are  provided  which  serve  the  majority  of  the 
premises  in  the  parishes  of  Banstead,  Walton-on-the-Hill,  and 
Woodmansterne,  and  a few  houses  in  Chipstead  and  Kingswood. 

By  means  of  two  small  pumping  stations  (one  at  Tadworth 
and  one  at  Walton-on-the-Hill)  and  by  gravitation,  the  Banstead 
and  Walton-on-the-Hill  sewers  discharge  to  the  sewage  disposal 
works  of  the  Borough  of  Sutton  and  Cheam,  and  the  remainder 
of  the  sewers  by  gravitation  discharge  via  the  sew^ers  of  Coulsdon 
and  Burley  U.D.C.  to  the  sewage  disposal  works  of  the  County 
Borough  of  Croydon. 

A modified  sewerage  scheme  for  Chipstead  and  Kingswood, 
which  provides  for  the  sewering  of  Lower  Kingswood  as  the 
immediate  objective,  was  commenced  on  28th  May.  At  the  end  of 
the  year  good  progress  had  been  made. 

Work  was  also  commenced  during  the  year  on  the  extension 
of  the  sewer  along  Doghurst  Lane  and  High  Road,  Chipstead. 

Where  sewers  are  not  available,  drainage  is  by  means  of  cess- 
pools, and  in  respect  of  a small  number  of  premises  by  septic  tank 
installations.  The  approximate  number  of  cesspools  in  the  dis- 
trict is  1,300,  of  which  about  1,100  are  in  Chipstead  and  Kingswood. 

The  pubhc  sewer  was  extended  from  HoUy  Lane  along 
Chipstead  Road  for  a distance  of  750  yards,  to  take  the  drainage 
of  the  Pound  Estate  Housing  site. 

Rivers  and  Streams 

There  are  no  rivers  or  streams  within  the  Urban  District. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

Cesspooe  Emptying 

Where  there  is  not  a pubhc  sewer  available,  cesspools  are 
emptied  by  the  Council  free  of  charge  on  a basis  of  monthly 
emptying. 

The  sewage  removed  from  cesspools  is  emptied  into  the  pubhc 
i sewer  at  two  speciaUy  constructed  discharging  points,  one  in 
'Waterhouse  Lane,  Burgh  Heath  and  the  other  at  How  Lane, 
Chipstead.  Six  cesspool  emptiers  are  in  operation.

Closet  Accommodation 

Water  closets  are  the  general  rule,  but  there  are  a number  of 
pail  and  tub  closets.  Of  the  latter,  53  in  the  Parish  of  Kingswood, 
6 in  the  Parish  of  Banstead,  48  in  the  Parish  of  Chipstead,  2 in  the 
Parish  of  Woodmansterne,  and  3 in  the  Parish  of  Walton-on-the- 
Hill,  are  emptied  free  of  charge  by  the  Council,  on  a weekly  basis, 
and  in  some  instances,  twice  weekly. 


Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal. 

House  refuse  is  collected  once  fortnightly  by  direct  labour. 
The  refuse  of  Banstead  Hospital  is  collected  daily. 

Trade  refuse  is  collected  under  a system  whereby  traders  can 
have  their  refuse  collected  at  a charge  of  6d.  per  bin  for  dry  refuse 
and  2/-  per  bin  for  wet  refuse. 

Disposal  of  refuse  is  at  the  destructor  of  the  Corporation 
of  Reigate. 

In  September,  1951,  the  Ministry  of  Local  Government  and 
Planning  held  a Public  Inquiry  into  the  Council’s  Scheme  to  pur- 
chase Rookery  Farm,  Lower  Kingswood,  for  use  as  a site  for 
Controlled  Tipping. 

The  Ministry  sanctioned  the  raising  of  a loan  for  the  purchase.

There  is  mechanical  filtration  and  chlori- 
nation  of  the  water  at  both  these  sw^ing  pools.

One  case  of  severe  flea  infestation  was  dealt  with,  the  house 
and  bedding  being  disinfested,  and  one  person  was  cleansed  at 
the  Council’s  Chnic. 

Moveable  Dwellings— Tents,  Vans  and  Sheds 

Five  areas  within  the  Urban  District  covering  parts  of  NorU, 
Tattenham,  Tadworth,  Banstead  and  Woodmansterne  are  pro- 
hibited areas  in  respect  of  moveabk  dwe^ngs,  under  the 
provisions  of  Section  57  of  the  Surrey  County  Council  Act,  1931. 
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I The  number  of  caravans  used  for  “permanent”  housing 
continued  to  increase  and  at  December  31st  there  were  approxi- 
mately 160  caravans  in  the  district,  situated  mostly  in  the  Lower 
Kingswood  area. 

In  an  endeavour  to  obtain  effective  control  of  this  problem 
the  Council  decided  in  the  latter  part  of  the  year,  to  proceed 
towards  the  establishment  of  an  authorised  site,  under  private 
ownership.

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HOUSING 


Inspection  of  houses  under  the  provisions  of  the  Public  Health 
and  Housing  Acts  was  limited  to  those  where  the  conditions  were 
the  subject  of  complaint  by  the  occupiers,  and  to  cases  arising 
out  of  investigation  of  the  circumstances  of  housing  applicants. 

Four  derelict  dwellings,  subject  to  a pre-war  Clearance  Order, 
were  demolished  upon  the  Council  purchasing  the  site  for  housing 
purposes. 

Three  other  dwellings,  also  subject  to  a pre-war  Clearance 
Order,  were  demolished  by  the  owner  because  of  their  dilipidated 
condition  and  the  site  was  cleared. 

During  the  year  the  Council  rehoused  19  persons  from  five 
unfit  houses.  Formal  undertakings  not  to  re-let  for  human 
habitation  were  given  by  the  owners  in  respect  of  three  of  these 
houses  and  informal  agreement  on  similar  terms  in  respect  of  the 
other  two  dwellings  resulted  eventually  in  the  demohtion  of  these 
two  houses. 

One  temporary  bungalow  was  demohshed,  by  reason  of 
foundation  settlement  causing  unsafe  structural  conditions. 

Three  statutory  notices  under  Section  93  of  the  Public  Health 
Act  1936  were  served  upon  the  owners  of  6 dwellings  to  remedy 
dampness  and  other  defects  and  one  statutory  notice  under  Section 
75  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  was  served  upon  the  occupier 
of  a dwelling  to  provide  a dustbin.  All  these  notices  were  comphed 

with.

I Four  samples  of  cream  were  taken  during  the  period  when  it 
was  permissible  to  seU  this  article  of  food,  with  the  obiect  of 
lascertaimng  whether  the  cream  had  been  pasteurised. 
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The  examination  result  indicated  satisfactory  pasteurisation 
and  the  samples  were  bacteriologically  satisfactory. 

The  only  pasteurising  estabhshment  in  the  district  ceased  to 
operate  during  the  year  and  the  new  proprietor  retails  milk  bottled 
at  premises  situated  outside  the  district. 

The  number  of  samples  taken  at  this  dairy  during  that  part 
of  the  year  when  milk  was  being  pasteurised  on  the  premises 
totalled  84.  10  failed  to  conform  to  standard.  Of  these,  6 failed 

the  Methylene  Blue  Test  and  3 the  Phosphatase  Test.  One  sample 
failed  both  the  Methylene  Blue  and  the  Phosphatase  Tests. 

Complaint  was  received  as  to  the  peculiar  taste  of  milk  supplied 
by  a local  dairyman. 

Inquiry  at  the  dairy  showed  that  the  supply  of  one  of  the 
12  farms  from  which  the  dairyman  obtained  his  milk  was  the  cause 
of  the  trouble. 

Investigations  indicated  that  the  cause  of  the  peculiar  taste 
could  have  been  one  or  more  of  the  following : — 

(1)  The  use  of  insecticide  against  flies  in  the  cowshed. 

(2)  Inadequate  cleansing  of  the  milking  machine  pipe  lines. 

(3)  Food  consumed  by  the  cows — thistles  and  waste  malt  products. 

(4)  Presence  of  a particular  type  of  bacteria  in  the  milk  of  one  of  the  cows. 

Examination  of  samples  of  milk  by  the  Pubhc  Health  Labor- 
atory indicated  the  presence  of  bacteria  which  was  associated  with 
tainted  milk. 

93  samples  of  milk  produced  at  farms  in  the  district  were 
submitted  for  biological  investigation  for  the  presence  of  tubercle 
bacilli.  Of  these,  40  were  of  undesignated  milk,  23  of  “ Accredi- 
ted ” milk,  and  30  of  “ Tubercuhn  Tested  milk.  Two  samples 
gave  positive  results.  These  were  in  respect  of  undesignated  milk. 

In  one  of  these  cases,  it  was  not  considered  necessary  to  serve 
a formal  Notice  under  the  Milk  & Dairies  Regulations,  as  the  milk 
produced  at  the  farm  was  subjected  to  heat-treatment  by  the 
retailer.  Formal  notice  was  served  in  the  second  case,  as  the 
dairy  farmer  retailed  some  of  the  milk  direct  from  the  farm. 

In  both  cases,  the  “ following-up  ” investigations  by  the 
District  Veterinary  Officer  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and 
Fisheries  resulted  in  the  slaughter  of  one  cow  from  each  farm  and 
both  cows  were  found  to  be  affected  with  generahsed  tuberculosis. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  this  sampling  of  milk  at  the  place  of 
production  is  a very  necessary  and  important  function. 

The  Urban  District  is  within  the  London  area  for  the  purposes 
of  The  Milk  (Special  Designations)  (Specified  Areas)  Order,  1951, 
which  operated  as  from  October  1st.  The  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector, 
at  the  request  of  the  Surrey  County  Council  (the  Food  & Drugs 
Authority)  acts  as  Agent  for  the  County  Council  in  respect  of 
administration  of  the  requirements  of  the  Order.

Two  applicants  for  registration  of  their  premises  in  respect 
of  the  storage  and  sale  of  ice  cream  attended,  after  notice,  before 
the  Pubhc  Health  Committee,  to  show  cause  why  the  applications 
should  not  be  refused,  for  the  reason  of  lack  of  suitable  and 
sufficient  washing  facilities. 

In  one  case  the  premises  consisted  of  a small  lock-up  shop, 
and  in  view  of  the  fact  that  only  wrapped  ice  creani  would  be  sold, 
the  washing  facilities  available  in  an  office  immediately  adjoining 
the  shop  were  accepted  by  the  Committee  as  suitable. 

In  the  other  case  the  washing  facilities  were  available  in  the 
kitchen  and  bath-room  of  the  living  accommodation  over  the  shop. 
The  applicant  gave  an  undertaking  to  discontinue  the  sale  of 
“ loose  ” ice-cream  and  to  sell  only  wrapped  ice  cream  until  he 
was  able  to  carry  out  intended  additions  to  the  shop  which  would 
include  the  provision  of  washing  facilities  in  the  shop. 

The  majority  of  the  ice  cream  sold  in  the  district  is  manu- 
factured at  premises  outside  the  Urban  District,  chiefly  in  the 
Uondon  area,  but  also  as  far  away  as  Brighton  and  Bristol. 

61  samples  were  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination  as 
compared  with  110  samples  in  1950.  The  results  were  as  follows  :

Iced  Uoeeies 

5 samples  of  iced  lollies  were  taken,  and  all  gave  Grade  I results 
upon  examination. 

Routine  inspection  of  a manufacturer’s  premises  gave  rise  to 
a query  as  to  metal  contamination  of  the  lollies.  It  was  noticed 
that  the  metal  moulds  were  showing  signs  of  wear,  and  samples 
of  lollies  examined  by  the  Public  Analyst  indicated  the  metal 
content  to  be  : —

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Having  in  mind  the  comparatively  short  period  of  contact  with 
the  moulds,  the  Analyst  considered  the  amount  of  tin  taken  up 
in  solution  to  be  surprisingly  high.  The  manufacturer  changed 
to  plastic  type  moulds. 

Samples  were  also  obtained  from  four  other  manufacturers, 
two  of  whom  used  compound  metal  moulds,  one  an  aluminium’ 
mould  and  one  a plastic  mould.  All  these  samples  gave  negative 
results.

Meat 

There  are  three  licensed  slaughterhouses,  which  are  in  use 
for  occasional  slaughter  of  pigs.  A slaughterhouse  is  in  use  at 
a local  institution. 


Seven  licences  were  issued  to  slaughtermen  during  1951. 

All  carcases  of  animals  slaughtered  at  the  institution  and  all 
of  those  known  to  have  been  slaughtered  under  licence  from  the 
Food  Office  were  inspected,  and  condemnation  details  are  set  out 
in  the  Table  below.  In  respect  of  cattle,  including  cows  and 
calves,  I have  again  to  record  that  no  tuberculosis  was  found. 
It  is  of  interest  that  all  the  carcases  of  cattle  inspected  were 
slaughtered  at  the  institution  and  that  the  herd  of  cattle  thereat 
is  a tuberculin-tested  herd. 

Cysticercus  Bo  vis  was  found  in  one  cow  carcase,  there  being 
one  cyst  in  the  muscle  of  the  head  and  one  in  the  wall  of  the  heart 
It  was  decided  to  treat  this  carcase  as  being  in  the  “ suspected 
category  and  cold  storage  treatment  of  the  carcase  was  arranged 
with  the  Wholesale  Meat  Storage  Association. 

A butcher  called  attention  to  the  dirty  condition  of  three 
carcases  of  Scotch  mutton,  as  delivered  to  him  from  the  Meat 
Dep(^.  They  were  very  severely  soiled  on  the  external  surfaces, 
which  necessitated  a considerable  amount  of  stripping. 

Apart  from  the  hygienic  aspect,  this  soiling  of  meat  during 
transport  is  a needless  waste  cf  food.

Food  Trade  Premises 

Bye-laws  relating  to  the  handling  and  wrapping  of  food  came 
into  operation  on  the  1st  January,  1951.  Administration  thereof 
during  the  year  was  directed  towards  the  education  of  the  food 
handler,  and  necessary  improvements  in  premises  and  methods 
are  constantly  being  pressed. 


Improvement  has  been  noticed  in  the  matter  of  the  covering 
of  food  exhibited  for  purposes  of  sale. 


provision  of  suitable  and  sufficient  washing 
lacihties,  including  a constant  supply  of  hot  water,  has  been  com- 
plied with  in  several  cases. 

The  obstacle  most  often  encountered,  when  pressing  for 
hygienic  improvement,  is  that  of  cost. 

Unsatisfactory  conditions  as  to  cleanliness  at  a bakehouse 
and  as  to  storage  facihties  at  a grocer’s  shop  premises  were  remedied 
after  informal  action. 

During  a period  of  paper  shortage  some  difficulty  was  en- 
countered by  food  retailers  in  obtaining  supplies  of  dean  wrapping 
paper,  and  attention  had  to  be  called  in  one  case  to  the  use  of  second- 
hand paper  bags  as  contrary  to  the  requirements  of  the  Bye-laws. 

Food  Poisoning 

Information  as  to  cases  during  1951  is  contained  in  that  part 
of  the  report  dealing  with  infectious  disease,  page  34. 
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Food  Samples,  Etc. 

Of  the  samples  examined  during  the  year,  the  following  are 
noted  as  being  of  particular  interest : — 

Frozen  Herring  Roes — Discolouration — Waxed  Carton. 

Yellowish  brown  stain  over  the  entire  surface  of  the  pack. 
The  discolouration  was  only  superficial,  the  interior  of  the  roes 
being  normal. 

The  Public  Analyst  considered  the  cause  to  be  chemical  change 
occurring  on  storage  as  a result  of  inadequate  protection  from  the 
action  of  atmospheric  oxygen. 

The  manufacturers  confirmed  they  had  had  this  trouble  when 
the  roes  were  frozen  in  the  carton,  but  since  cured  the  trouble  by 
wrapping  the  roes  in  vegetable  parchment  paper. 

Sweetened  Condensed  Machine-skimmed  Milk.  Presence  of 

brownish  solidified  portions  of  the  contents  of  tins. 

Public  Analyst  reported  : — No  unusual  crystallisation  of 
sugars  ; bacteriological  condition  satisfactory  ; microscopical 
evidence  of  a sparse  growth  of  mould  and  mould  spores,  but  no 
living  spores  detected. 

Considered  to  be  due  to  a restricted  growth  of  a mould  shortly 
after  manufacture  with  an  accompan}dng  formation  of  a clotting 
enzyme  which  had  “ solidified  ” some  of  the  milk  protein.  Owing 
to  adverse  conditions  the  mould  growth  had  not  spread  and  the 
spores  died.  Could  be  prevented  by  careful  processing  and  good 
storage. 

Contents  of  tins  wholesome,  but  unsaleable. 

Extract  of  Malt  with  Cod  Liver  Oil — 7 lb.  tin. 

Contents  presented  abnormal  appearance  in  that  the  mass  of 
contents  was  diffused  with  an  opaque  growth  resembling  in  structure 
the  “ fiowers  ” of  a cauliflower. 

Examination^ — no  abnormal  constituent  present  and  the  pro- 
portion of  cod  liver  oil  was  correct.  ISIoisture  content  unusually 
low  and  the  malt  extract  of  abnormal  composition  (the  relative 
proportion  of  the  sugars  was  unusual). 

Appearance  of  this  article  of  food  attributed  to  a crj’-stallisation 
of  one  or  more  of  the  constituents  of  the  malt  extract  in  the  form 
of  very  minute  cr3^stals — encouraged  by  low  moisture  content. 

Contents  palatable  and  fit  for  human  consumption. 

Cream  Cheese — “ Blown  ” Packet. 

“ Blowing  ” due  to  the  presence  of  lacto-bacilli  which  continued 
fermentation  after  the  cheese  was  enclosed  in  air-tight  covering.

brvabs  lor  the  diagnosis  of  suspicious  cases  must  be  taken  before 
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penicillin  or  other  antibiotics  are  administered  so  as  not  to  obscure 
diagnosis.  Antitoxin  should  be  administered  on  suspicion  of 
infection  and  while  awaitmg  bacteriological  confirmation  of  diag- 
nosis. Otherwise  the  case  should  be  admitted  to  hospital  for 
observation  and  treatment. 

Diphtheria  Immunisation.  There  was  an  increase  in  the 
total  number  of  children  immunised.  The  percentage  of  babies 
immunised  at  the  age  of  one  year  rose  from  45  to  54  per  cent. 
This  is  a satisfactory  increase,  but  a constant  effort  must  be  made 
to  achieve  the  fuU  benefit  of  the  scheme.  Fear  of  Diphtheria  has 
declined  and  fewer  and  fewer  parents  have  any  direct  knowledge 
of  the  anxiety  attendant  on  the  disease.  They  are  apt  to  become 
dangerously  unmindful  of  the  disease  and  inactive  or  indifferent 
in  securing  the  safety  of  their  children  by  immunisation.  Every 
baby  should  be  immunised  before  the  first  birthday.  Every  child 
should  be  reinforced  before  entering  nursery  school  or  day  school. 
Every  school  child  should  be  reinforced  at  the  age  of  eight  to  nine 
years.  Applications  for  immunisation  should  be  made  to  the 
family  doctor,  or  to  the  nearest  Child  Welfare  Clinic,  or  to  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health,  The  Public  Health  Department,  Chip- 
stead  Road,  Banstead. 

During  1951,  the  number  of  children  immunised  was  421,  of 
these,  293  were  under  five  years  of  age,  and  128  were  over  five 
years  of  age.  205  children  were  immunised  at  the  age  of  one 
year,  which  represents  54  per  cent,  cf  the  children  born  in  1950. 
703  children  received  reinforcing  injections.  At  the  end  of  the 
year,  the  estimated  number  of  children  immunised  against  Diph- 
theria was  4,195,  representing  60.00  per  cent,  of  the  child  popu- 
lation. Of  these,  1,061  were  children  under  five  years  of  age,  a 
percentage  of  44.24,  and  3,134  were  between  five  and  fifteen  years 
of  age,  68.32  per  cent,  of  the  children  of  this  age  group. 

Prevention  of  Smaeepox.  Vaccination  is  the  only  real  safe- 
guard against  Smallpox.  This  service  is  voluntary  and  free  of 
charge  under  the  National  Health  Service.  Infant  vaccination 
provides  a basic  immunity  which  can  be  reinforced  in  later  years 
as  circumstances  may  require.  The  speed  of  travel  has  increased 
the  danger  of  outbreaks  of  Smallpox  in  this  country.  The  best 
time  for  the  vaccination  of  a baby  is  from  three  to  six  months  of 
age.  During  1951,  228  babies  under  one  year  were  vaccinated, 
61  per  cent,  of  the  age  group  which  compares  with  52  per  cent 
in  1950. 

Vaccination  can  be  arranged  directly  with  the  family  doctor 
or  by  application  to  the  nearest  Child  Welfare  Centre,  or  to  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health,  The  Public  Health  Department,  Chip- 
stead  Road,  Banstead.

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Measles  is  one  of  the  most  highly  infectious  diseases  of  child- 
hood, and  is  liable  to  spread  with  great  rapidity  among  susceptible 
children.  The  infection  is  present  and  potent  for  three  or  four 
days  before  the  rash  appears,  and  minor  indisposition  in  children 
must  be  carefully  observed,  particularly  during  epidemics.  Early 
isolation  and  restriction  from  attending  school  or  playing  in  the 
street  are  essential  for  the  reduction  of  infection.  Despite  the 
advances  in  the  prevention  and  treatment  of  complications  by 
antibiotics  and  sulphon&mides  the  disease  still  demands  careful 
nursing  and  careful  convalescence.  Health  Visitors  are  informed 
of  notified  cases  so  that  they  may  give  advice  and  help  where 
necessary. 

Whooping  Cough.  There  was  a high  incidence  of  Whooping 
Cough  from  Januar^^  until  April.  The  Nork  and  North-East 
Wards  were  particularly  affected.  Two  hundred  and  eighty-two 
cases  were  notified  during  the  year.  Of  these  139  were  pre-school 
children.  13  were  babies  under  one  year.  The  case  rate  was 
8.48  per  1,000  of  population  compared  with  3.87  per  1,000  of  popu- 
lation for  England  and  Wales.  Six  cases  were  removed  to  Hos- 
pital. There  was  no  death.

Whooping  Cough  is  a dangerous  disease  of  infancy.  In 
addition  to  the  risk  of  mortality,  there  is  the  liability  to  impair- 
ment of  function  of  the  lungs  and  consequent  reduction  of  physical 
capacity.  Health  visitors  are  informed  of  notified  cases  so  that 
they  may  give  advice  and  help  where  necessary. 

Diagnosis  is  often  difficult  in  the  early  catarrhal  phase  before 
the  characteristic  ‘ whoop  ’ develops,  but  diagnosis  may  be 
assisted  by  the  use  of  cough  plates  or  pharyngeal  swabs.  It  is 
during  this  early  phase  that  the  new  drug  Chloromycetin  is  most 
effective  in  treatment.  Prevention  would  appear  to  lie  in  the 
use  of  new  vaccines  which  recent  trials  of  the  Medical  Research 
Council  have  proved  to  have  protective  value  and  which  are  now 
becoming  available.

_ Meningococcal  Infections.  There  were  two  cases  of  cerebro 
spinal  fever.  A child  of  9 months  died  from  an  acute  attack, 
ine  other  case,  a child  of  16  moiiths,  recovered. 


Poliomyelitis.  Five  cases  were  notified.  Ah  had  paralysis. 
Two  recovered  completely.  In  one  case  w^hich  followed  tonsil- 
l^tomy,  paralysis  is  severe.  One  case  has  residual  paralysis 
affecting  the  legs.  ^ One  case  has  slight  weakness  of  one  leg.  The 
case  rate  was  O.lo  per  1,000  of  population  compared  with  0.05 
per  1,000  of  population  for  England  and  Wales. 

It  is  important  that  people  should  appreciate  the  possible 
sigmhcance  of  minor  pness  during  seasonal  prevalence  of  Polio- 
myehtis.  The  initial  illness  of  Poliomyelitis  is  often  dismissed  as 
being  only  a cold  or  a chill,  but  after  remission  for  a few  hours  or 
a few  days  there  may  be  recurrence  with  symptoms  significant  of 
Poliomyelitis.  The  most  important  factor  in  aborting  the  illness 
and  in  preventing  paralysis  is  rest  from  the  onset.  Strenuous 
exercise  at  work  or  at  play  during  the  phase  of  onset  will  predispose 
muscles  to  paralysis  and  increase  the  intensity  of  iUness

The  defimtion  of  Puerperal  Pyrexia  as  revised  under  the 
Puerperal  Pyrexia  Regulations,  1951,  means  “ any  febrile  condition 
^ woman  in  whom  a temperature  of  100.4°  Fahrenheit 
occurred  within  fourteen  days  after 

childbirth  or  miscarriage." 


^ Notification  of  Puerperal  Pyrexia  is  of  primar>^  importance 
in  the  prevention  of  maternal  mortality.  Medical  practitioners 
should  make  the  fullest  use  of  the  consultant,  bacteriological  and 
hospital  services,  and  secure  the  immediate  and  effective  isolation 
or  any  suspected  case  occurring  in  a nursing  home.

The  dangers  which  can  arise  from  imperfections  of  processing 
and  canning  of  food  are  shown  by  two  outbreaks  from  imported 
tinned  meat.  The  case  recorded  as  being  related  to  the  eating  of 
cockles  and  winkles  arose  in  another  district  and  shows  that,  despite 
the  care  taken  in  the  cleansing  of  shellfish,  proliferation  of  residual 
bacteria  can  occur  under  high  summer  temperatures  and  poor 
hygienic  conditions  of  storage.  The  infection  of  the  meat  pie 
demonstrates  the  risk  from  the  slow  cooling  and  reheating  of  meat 
which  can  produce  heavy  bacterial  groudh.  Meat  intended  to  be 
eaten  cold  or  to  be  reheated  must  be  cooled  as  quickly  as  is 
possible  after  cooking. 

The  prevention  of  food  poisoning  demands  constant  care 
from  all  persons  engaged  in  the  handhng  of  food.  Of  all  pre- 
cautions, the  thorough  washing  of  hands,  particularly  after  the  use 
of  the  W.C.,  is  the  most  important.  This  alone  will  secure  pro- 
tection from  the  unsuspecting  carrier  of  intestinal  infections,  and 
rid  the  hands  of  skin  organisms  which  under  favourable  condition 
of  temperature  can  multiply  and  produce  dangerous  toxins,  especi- 
ally in  meat  foods.  The  Bye  Laws  require  every  person  who 
handles,  wraps  or  delivers  food  to  observe  cleanliness,  protect 
food  from  sources  of  contamination  and  to  prevent  risk  of  con- 
tamination. 


Pneumonia.  Of  thirteen  deaths  from  pneumonia,  two  were 
notified  previous  to  death.  The  total  number  of  notified  cases 
was  twenty. 

Influenza.  Influenza  was  prevalent  during  the  first  quarter 
of  the  year.  Twelve  deaths  were  attributable  to  Influenza  mostly 
in  the  elderly  or  complicating  other  illness.

TUBERCULOSIS 

On  31st  December,  1951, -there  were  on  the  register  233  cases 
of  Tuberculosis,  of  which,  195  were  pulmonary  and  38  non-pul- 
monar}"  cases. 

Twenty-three  new  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  were 
notified  in  1951  compared  with  twenty-one  in  1950.  Three  new 
cases  of  non-pulmonary^  Tuberculosis  were  notified,  the  same 
number  as  in  1950. 

The  following  table  has  been  prepared  in  accordance  with  the 
instructions  of  the  Ministr^^  of  Health.  This  table  shows  the  age 
and  sex  of  all  new  cases  of  Tuberculosis  notified  during  the  year

The  finding  of  40  cases  of  inactive  Pulmonary  Tuber- 
culosis indicates  the  frequency  of  spontaneous  healing.  The  early 
diagnosis  of  non-Tuberculous  abnormalities  of  the  chest  gives 
opportunity  for  early  advice  and  treatment  and  demonstrates  the 
preventive  value  of  the  service.
